Arthur or Manchuria. 


So say's Mr George Lynch in tho Chranicte.” 
Te may appear prematuro at this moment 
to npedulate on whit will be the-and of the 
war, fie gooa on to asy, but I du not think 
it: ie. premature. to endeavoursto direst 
public opinion towards the consideration” 
of'a position’ which will arise within a fow 
months, : 


T firmly believe that the Japanese 
drive the Ruasians back to Haltin, ri. 
lieve they will capturo. Port Arthur. I be- 
lieve they will force. che|Ruasians complete. 
ly to evacuate Manchuria, * 

It they auoceed in-doing this, they will- 
onty then have succeeded in forcing Russia 
to do what ahe promised to do by the 8th: 
of last October. That promise was given 
ag sulemnly and deliberately as it was: 
possible, Its non-fultilment alter » long, 
poriod of provarication, excuses, and saly- 
|jerfuges was openly admitted. 

It wos ono of tho. most fiagrant and 

igantic breaches of a nation’s faith and 
word that modern history can shew. ‘Tho 
romiae was not made to Japan alove, but 
to all the Powers, yot that onp little nation, 
alone an. singlohanded, will enforce ita 
fulfilment, . 

Tf after a fight won with clean-hauded 
honour by gon and land, Japan auocoeds in ( 
doing this, then I think the other Powers 
owe ber something for the acoumplishment - 
of euch n gigantic tack. It is up to the 
honour and sense of justice and of right of 
the peoples of the entire civilised world to 
seo her through. This ought to be remom- 


bered-in hiscory as‘ the war of the broken... 


promise.’ Whon the keaping of that pro- 
mise haa been enforced there should be in: 
tervention un the part of the others to whom 
the promise had been giveu. As to what 
character the interve: should take, or’ 
what dogree of pressure should be brought 
to beer, is not for me to suggest. Some 
people ridicule the idea of armed interven- 
tion ; personally I think that the interven- 
tion should be armed—aye, and armed to: 
rae eee the cause of international good: 
faith. 

L have gono to no little trouble to collect 
the opinions of representative men on the 
subject of what terms woyld bo acceptable 
to Japan, and would satisfy the Japanese 
in caso of choir bringing the war to that 
point which I have had tho hardinoss to: 
anticipate. I havo intervi-wed not a few 
of the sense-carrier, of the nation, and 
fouod there was quite o strango unanimity 
of opinion ropatding what those terms 
should be, oliticians, military men, 
bankora and others, wore amongst those 
with whom I discussed this matter; for ob- 
vious reasons many of them requested me 
not to quote'them, buat amongst those who 
had no such objection waro Count Okuma, 
Mr Sonoda, of tho Fifteenth National 
Bank, Count Soyeshima, and ono of the 
members of the groat Mitaui firm. 

Tho first question I put to them wos 
whothor they dosirad to retain Port Arthur 
or not. Tt appoated to me that if they 80 
wished thoy had every right to rotain it. 
They might rightly consider it tho spoil of 
a doublo war. No fair-minded people can 
consider, it other than ao international 
crime that it waa taken from thom after tho 
Chinese War. Thoro was, however. @ re- 
markablo unanimity of opinion that now 
thoy did not want to koop Port Arthur, 
and would bo prepared to return it to 
China. ‘There was a similar unanimity of 
opinion that they: should pet back the is: 
Jands of Shagalin Archipelago,» . 

_In anawer to tho question that in -con- 
sideration of Manchuria being roturned by 
force of Japanese arms to China, that they 
looked for some compensation from China 
on that score, the anuwor was in the noga- 
tive from the majority af the people I 
spoke tv, whilo others held that some 
railway and mining concessions should be 
given to tho Japanese, more pactiou'ar ly in 
that part of Chino immediately opposite: 
Formora. ‘ 

The fourth question that 1 put was what ° 
wilt become of the Monchurian Railway. 
Thore appoared tu ben consensus of opinion 
that Japan would not be prepared to take 
up the financial burden of it, but that it 
inight be ran under a joint ownership oi: 
interoationally-aapplied capital.
